“Radio Responds 
To Hurricane 


Nearly 75,000 people were left. 
homeless after Hurricane Hugo 
struck Charleston, SC and the 
surrounding area last Thursday 
and Friday. None of Charles- 
ton’s 31 radio stations or five TV 
stations was able to remain on 
the air through the storm. Crit- 
ical emergency broadcasting 
system info was supplied by 
WPDQ (AM)/Jacksonville, 
which received permission 
from the FCC to remain at full 
power during the night. At 
presstime ‘Tuesday (9/26), sev- 
eral Charleston stations were 
still off the air. 

Rich Panama, PD at News/ 
Talk ana CHR combo WTMA & 
WSSX/Charleston, told R&R, 
“We have two tower sites, a 
1500-foot and a 500-foot; three 
transmitters; and two backup 
generators, and all of them 
were knocked out. We got back 
on-air Sunday, but we're expec- 
ting more gale winds from an- 
other storm to rip through the 
area soon, 

“Two TV stations lost their 
2000-foot towers. Several local 
radio stations, including (Gold) 
WXLY and (BM) WBXZ, lost 
the tops of their towers and 
their STL links. (Urban) 
WWW27's building was entirely 
destroyed. Our studios suffered 
some water damage, with the 
FM control board, production 
board, and cart decks all heavi- 
ly hit. We were as ready as we 
could be, but no one was pre- 


pared for this.”

A lot of 
people have trees in their living 
rooms and streams running 
through their bedrooms right 
now.” 

The Creek Did Rise 

Because the studios of Country- 
formatted WEZL/Charleston, the 
city’s longtime 12+ leader, are lo- 
cated near a tidal creek, PD Char- 
lie Lindsay said all personnel were 
evacuated and the station went off 
the air from 4pm Thursday to noon 
Saturday. “We put everything in 
the station above desk level and 
left,”’ Lindsay said. ‘There's 
nothing like a dead hero.” 

When Lindsay and the staff re- 
turned, they were surprised te find 
they bad commercial power — 
though they also had a studio under 
a couple feet of water. Since sign 
ing back on Saturday WEZL has of- 
fered continual information. 

“To better serve the public, and 
eliminate the ridiculous competi- 
tion among radio stations, I wish 
the government would designate 
super-power coastal radio stations 
to serve the areas with high in- 
cidences of tropical storms,” Lind- 
say commented. ‘This would facil- 
itate the orderly flow of accurate 
information and eliminate some of 
the contradictory stories people 
hear from different stations.” 

WKQB/Charleston PD Roger 
Gaither told R&R, “We got power 
back at 9pm Friday. Normal 
(CHR) programming has been sus- 
pended and we're about 70% talk, 
passing on information from the 
Charleston Emergency Prepared- 

ness Center. 98% of the power in 
the area is still out. Even the EBS 
station, WXTC-FM, was off the 
air.” 
Surrounding Area 
Stations’ Efforts 

WHYTK/Hilton Head Island, SC- 
Savannah, GA signed off Thursday 
morning (9/21) at 11am to evacu- 
ate and came back on the air Fri- 
day at 5pm. The station suspended 
its CHR programming at that time 
to concentrate on communieating 
emergency information to Charles- 
ton residents — many of whem 
could call WHTK, 76 miles away, 
but could not talk to each other 
across town. 

WHTK PD Ralph Wimmer 
noted, “Computer firms have set 
up data bases to help us organize 
information, and volunteers are in 
the studios answering phones.” 

WIXV/Savannah was located in 
one of the Hugo evacuation zones, 
and the only staffers to remain at 
the station were GM Jerry Stevens 
and PD Virgil Thompson. 

“TI got a stack ef Rolling Stones 
CDs and played requests,” said 
Thompson, who stayed on the air 
for 12 hours from 3pm-3am Thurs- 
day-Friday (9/21-22). "We knew by 
about 8pm that the hurricane 
wasn’t going to hit us directly; it 
was no worse than a bad thunder- 
storm.” The station was off the air 
for only 40 minutes. 

Thompson praised the NAB for 
sending a crew down to provide 
support services to help produce 
radio and TV spots appealing for fi- 
nancial and other support.

Radio To The Rescue 


Stations Stage Relief Efforts In Hugo’s Wake 

At one point Savannah, GA wag in Hugo's path and 
WCHY there braced itself for the worst, but the hurricane 
never made it ashore that far south. WCHY PD Joe Lagan 
said it struck him Friday morning that many of the city’s res- 
idents had stocked up on provisions they would not be 
needing, so WCHY sollcited donations of canned goods, 
bottled water, clothing, etc., and a truck to take the supplies 


to Charleston, 

After the station filed three tucks, 
‘one of them an 16-wheeler, a cor 
ple of local ham operators joined 
WCHY's convoy Saturday and made 
contact with Charleston hams who 
had set up in that city's downtown 
area. 

“lt was the closest thing lo a war 
zona I've ever seen,” Logan said. 
“National Guardsmen with loaded 
M-16s, curtews, bulldings In rubble 
— it was an incradibie sight.” 

With the heip of the hams, the 
WGHY convoy was directed fo a 
Red. Cross station — Itself 95% 
dosiroyed — where the goods 
woru unloudud. The Red Grass told 
Logan WCHY's caravan wan the 
first emergency rallef unit to nuke It 
Into Charleston 

Othur callol ollorte inchided:

Nichards and several staffers 
stayed at that station for 48 hours 
during the storm. ‘We ran no spots 
and just disseminated informa- 
tion," Richards said. “Our 50kw 
signal covers parts of Charleston, 
Sumter, Conway, Florence, and 
Wilmington, and we put listeners 
on the air as reporters; we became 
News/Talk fer about 48 hours. Most 
other stations signed off at 8pm 
Thursday under the advice of Civil 
Defense authorities, but we were 
wailing while they were bailing. 
“We thought of leaving but had 
nowhere to go,” he continued. “‘We 
were all scared, but it was gratify- 
ing to have served our community 
so well in its time of need.” 
Decimating Destruction 
Charlotte, NC, 200 miles inland, 
was expecting Hugo to deliver 50- 
mph winds. Instead it got sustain- 
ing winds of 90mph that caused 
enough damage for the seven- 
county area to be designated a fed- 
eral disaster area. Describing the 
aftermath, WSOC-AM & FM/Char- 
lotte VP/GM Gregg Lindahl said, 
“It was as if somebody decided 
that one out of every ten trees, 
signs, billboards, and radio towers 
should be ripped up or torn down.” 
A 375-foot freestanding tower 
just outside the WSOC studios was 
one of the chosen ten. It crashed 
down and destroyed Lindahl’s of- 
fice, the sales offices, and the 
washrooms, rain poured through 
the holes, and 2500 gallons of water 
was pumped out of the station later 
that day. 
As late as Tuesday afternoon, on-

WJIMX/Florence, SC PD Dave 
Baker and his staff kept their sta- 
tion on the air until Hugo ripped the 
microwave antennas off the roof — 
and then took the roof, too. “We 
were on generator power until we 
went down,” Baker reported, “By 
Friday morning we were back on 
the air from the transmitter site us- 
ing disco equipment, two CD 
players, and a mike in the middle 
of a soybean field. 

“Within 48 hours we were back 
on the air from the main studio, but 
a fresh rainstorm that poured 
down Monday flooded us out,” said 
Baker. “Now we're in the Boom 
Box outside the studios, and I don’t 
know what we’re going to do long- 
term. Our building is months away 
from being ready, Where we'll do 
production is anybody’s guess. At 
least we're back on the air.”

WMCA, longtime Gotham talk station, 
getting oldtime religion after 19 years 


New York What ran through the 
rumor mill for weeks is now a 
reality at WMCA-AM. It’s current 
talk lineup doesn’t have a prayer 
after new owner Salem Communi- 
cations takes over Sept. 18. 
According to Salem, the station 
will go all religion, ending the talk 
format WMCA instituted 19 years 


ago. 

WMCA, one of the oldest radio 
stations in existence, was sold m 
the spring by Federal Broadcasting 
to Salem for $15-million. Salem 
currently owns 10 AM and four 
FM stations. Seven of those sta- 
tions program all-religion formats. 

From day one 


Salem’s executive v.p. Robert 
Ball has said the station would go 
religious from day one and that Joe 
Davis, who works for another Sa- 
lem station, would’become general 
manager of WMCA. 

Aceording to 12-year WMCA 
veteran Barry Farber, the an- 
nouncement was handled well by 


Salem. “‘If they had come in with 
Uzis or something we could be up- 
set,’’ he said, ‘‘but, this had been 
rumored. We were prepared.” 

Farber hosts a daily talkshow on 
the station and also hosts a daily 
program for the ABC Radio Net- 
work, which is heard on 60 sta~ 
tions. Salem has said he will not be 
part of its new lineup. However, 
shortly after the official word 
came from Salem, the host was 
picked up by WABC-AM, ABC’s 
all-talk station, VARIETY has learn- 
ed, Farber could not comment on 
WABC. 

Farber said everybody at 
WMCA will be leaving. News of 
the change has provided a bit of 
gallows humor for insiders, he 
noted. ‘‘People who were in- 
volved with the ‘Money Report’ 
were walking around saying it 
would now be called ‘Hallelujah 
Money,’ ”’ he said.

Handful of 35 
Denver stations 
making money

You’ve heard them all over the 
radio dial: 

“Gimme money,” the Beatles 
said. “That's what I want.” 

“Money,” Pink Floyd concurred. 
“It's a crime.” 

“M-O-N-E-Y,” Lyle Lovett 
sings. 

But these days, radio itself is 
singing the money blues. 

nly a handful of the Denver 
market’s 35 stations are making 
money. The rest are struggling to 
break even. 

That is the assessment of a num- 
ber of station managers, all of 
whom acknowledge that a strict 
ranking of stations by income is 
impossible since many are pri- 
vately held. 

However, since the local econo- 
my has been in the doldrums while 
the number of stations has risen, it 
stands to reason that radio adver- 
tising dollars are increasingly 
fragmented. 

There’s no shortage of listeners: 
Any weekday morning, an average 
of 416,200 people in Denver start 
their day with radio. 

An average of 34;700 people 
might hear Mike Rosen rail 
against flag-burning on KOA, 
while 30,200 groove on Van Morri- 
son’s wave length thanks to deejay 
Dennis Constantine on KBCO. An- 
other 29,200 rock out with heavy 
metal on KRXY (Y-108), and 
19,800 sip a morning coffee to the 
easy sound of KOSI. 

Educated guesswork suggests 
only two stations are making “se- 
rious money” — which one general 
manager defincd. as profits of 
close to $3 million a year. About 
six additional stations’ earnings 
are in the $1.million range. 

The top moneymaker is KBCO 
(97.3 FM), the eclectic album rock- 
er in Boulder. Next is KXKL (105.1 
FM), known as “KOOL,” the oldies 
station. 

In the second tier, earning $1 to 
$2 million, are light rock KXLT 
(100.3 FM), formerly KMJI or 
“Magic,” and country station KY- 


GO (98.5 FM). 
The third group, those lucky to 
make a_ million, includes 


sports/talk station KOA (850 AM), 
and album rockers KAZY (106.7 
FM) and KBPI (105.9 FM) and 
KRXY (107.5 FM). 

“The state of the radio business 
in Denver is not what you'd call 
healthy,” said Lee Larsen, general 
manager of KOA. Radio’s hard 
times directly reflect the area’s 
overall economic slump. Larsen 
projects only 2 or 3 percent growth 
for local radio in the next year. 

Total revenues for the Denver 
market are about $62 million. 
That compares poorly with Phoe- 
nix, for instance, which is project- 
ed to reach $74 million in radio 
revenues this year. 

According to William Redpath, 
vice president for financial analy- 
sis of Broadcast Investment Ana- 
lysts Inc. of Washington, D.C., 


Denver isn’t, any more over-satu- 
rated in terms of radio stations 
than other markets its size. BIA 
ranks the Denver market No. 24 
with 35 stations, Phoenix is mar- 
ket No. 23 with 37 stations. But 
Denver is well behind the national 
radio revenue growth rate of near- 
ly 8 percent. 


Approximately 80 percent of 
Denver's $62 million is nabbed by 
those stations that insiders refer to 
as “the players,” meaning the top 
40, Several general managers 
agreed the bottom 25 stations are 
Scrambling for leftovers. 
<The players took varied routes 
tothe top: KBCO credits its long- 
ierm stability, “a process of plan- 
tied growth over time,” according 
fizeneral manager Ray Skibitsky. 

elative newcomer KXKL 

(x001") jumped into Denver’s 

ist format Opening two years ago, 
quickly cashing in on classic hits. 
< It is difficult to determine the

Yond audience figures, overhead 
and demographics are important 
eonsiderations. Station expenses, 
such as big-name on-air talent, 
Sports team broadcasting rights, 
promotional gimmicks like cash 
giveaways and large newsgather- 
ing staffs, work against profits. 
Demographically, a large audi- 
énce of teens is not as appealing to 
advertisers as a smaller audience 
of.affluent 18- to 34-year-olds. 
Some of the big moneymakers of 
the past are no longer recording 
guch impressive profits. 

«For example, longtime 
BeWws/talk kingpin KOA takes iu 
gomething approaching $9 million, 
paking it the top billing station in 

e market. But it spends roughly 
$2 million for the rights to broad- 
cast Broncos games, and those 
broadcasts require a large support 
staff. Because the station's format 
ig a more expensive one than, say, 
a music format, observers suggest 
the station is lucky to keep 25 per- 

nt of its revenues. 

s KOA’s Larsen said his station is 
“Ydnning a little behind my projec- 
tYon for this year due to the tight 
economy.” Tae station’s rock ’n’ 
roll sister outlet, “The Fox,” 
KRFX (103.5 FM), has the poten- 
tfal to be more profitable than its 
uptter-known talk outlet. 

: Any sizable FM music station 
oan produce greater profits than 
ah AM talk station, he said. This is 
Hartly due to its younger, more lu- 

‘ative demographics, partly due 
te lower overhead. 

“It certainly hasn’t been a piece 
of cake for us,” said Steve Keeney, 
general manager of KHOW (630 
AM). 

Personnel and promotion costs 
can be deadly: Observers cite 
KHOW as an example of station 
over-spending. For starters, the 
morning team of “Hal and Char- 
ley” is paid roughly $500,000 annu- 
ally and doesn’t deliver in terms of 
audience. 

The owner of talk station KBXG 
(710 AM) is conservatively esti- 
mated to be losing $1 million this 
year on his investment. The sta- 
tion’s goal is to make enough to 
cover costs by March. 


Stations scrambling for revenue 


At KBCO, promotion of the Who 
rock concert last month was said 
to be a mistake, costing the station 
an estimated $250,000. “lt was 
more expensive than we realized,” 
Skibitsky said. However, due to the 
promotional value, “in the long 
run, it was money well spent.” 

One general manager who re- 
quested anonymity believes that 
10 radio stations should be able to 
make $1 million in Denver. As a 
trade-off, some stations would be 
forced to fold. 

“Six years ago people made 
money by accident in Denver, not 
just in radio but in any business. 
Today,” he said, ‘ you can’t do it by 
accident.” 

“The Denver economy is a ma- 
jor factor,” according to KHOW’s 
Keeney. “The market has been flat 
for the past four or five years.” 

“It is partly our own fault there 
are only four to six stations mak- 
ing money,” added “KOOL” gener- 
al manager Marty Loughman. “We 
need to be more unified in getting 
out the message that radio is the 
primary information and enter- 
tainment source for people today,” 
he claimed. 

He said there is advertising rev- 
enue to be won away from news- 
papers and television. 

At least the FM properties keep 
appreciating. Denver’s KXKL sold 
for $8.5 million in July 1987; today 
it is valued at nearly $30 million. 
KBCO, once a homegrown “alter- 
Native” station with =» -=tenna on 
the roof, was purchased for $27.5 
million two years ago. 

The trick is in running a profit- 
able operation while the property 
appreciates. 

The rule of thumb for radio op- 
erations: A profitable FM music 
station aims to take 25-30 percent 
of its gross revenues to the bottom 
line. An easy-listening station that 
has low overhead (and may be au- 
tomated or satellite delivered) can 
maintain a 50-60 percent profit 
Margin. 

Radio was considered a money 
machine in the heady 1970s. Fa- 
mous radio owners from Bob Hope 
to Vail’s George Gillette sat back 
and let the profits flow. These 
days, “there are great opportuni- 
ties for investors interested in 
long-term growth,” said KHOW’s 
Keeney. “There are very few quick 
turnarounds.” 

In 1985, the Denver radio mar- 
ket was worth $60 million. lf the 
local economy had plugged along 
at a not unreasonable 9 percent, it 
would have reached $85 million by 
now. Perhaps only 16 local 
stations would be in the red in- 
stead of roughly two dozen. 


By contrast, the Los Angeles ra- 
dio market is worth $360 million 
and the annual gréwth rate is al- 
Most 18 times that of Denver’s. 


Of course, it’s tough to feel sorry 
for Denver radio managers since, 
to the average struggling compa- 
ny, a million dollars is a lofty goal. 

“A radio signal is a valuable 
commodity. I don’t see them going 
silent,” said KBCO’s Skibitsky. 

Still, the red ink at the bottom- 
rung stations leads some in the 
business to wonder why those own- 
ers don’t instead put their @aoney 
in CDs.
